BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF THE STATE OF MONTANA:

NEW SECTION. Section 1. Certification of teachers by school district trustees -- qualifications

-- exemptions -- state certification. (1) The trustees of a school district may adopt an alternative certification
policy to allow a person who does not hold a teacher certificate issued by the superintendent of public instruction

to teach in a school in the district. In order to be alternatively certified, a person shatt:

(3) The trustees shall report to the superintendent of public instruction all of the alternative certificates
issued under this section.

(4) A person alternatively certified under this section is subject to all of the provisions of Title 20 relating

to teachers except for the provisions of 20-4-103, 20-4-104, and 20-4-106.
